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IMPORTANT EAST EUROPEAN FILMS 
SCHEDULED AT CLEVELAND MUSEUM 



The Cleveland Museum of Art last week opened a new series of motion 
picture programs featuring films of Eastern European origin. The series 
program features important cinema from Hungary^ Bulgaria^ Czechoslovakia, 
Poland and Yugoslavia including many films which are relatively unknown in 
this country. 

Edward B. Henning, the Art Museum's film curator regards the series 
as an important aspect of the institution's program and says:"The dramat- 
ically sudden development of a serious and important film industry in East- 
ern Europe has scarcely been recognized in this country although these films 
are highly praised in Western Europe. It is, therefore, particularly incum- 
bent upon American museums to exhibit the best of these little known films 
whenever possible
